Glii Unverslty through Its dental 
faculty at the Montreal General 

Hospital. . • 

This was disclosed recently when 
Dr. F. Cyril .James, principal and 
vice-chancellor,' ' announced : ' the 
signing of ' a formal . agreement by 

the boards of governors of thé uni- 
versity and' the hospital,' whereby 

some' 13,000 square . feet of space 

has been allotted as' dental clinic 

in the. new $18,000,000 hospital on 

Pine avenue at Cote des Neiges. 
To Open Within Year 

The new dential clinic, to be loca- 
ted on the, third floor of the out- 
door service wing, wlir be two and 
a half times ;the arèà of the present 
one, It is piarihedvib mové Into the 
hew qoarters some time during the 
session of 1053-54, marking the be- 
ginning of another half century of 
.service to dental education and to 
the general public, ■ who are now 

receiving treatment at the rale of 
more than 20,000 a year. 

It-wfll be a. far cry, when the 
new quarters are taken over, from 
the beginning of the clinic' when, 
early In the century, the hospital 
cleaned oiit a room^ used ' as a 
morgue, and by arrangement with 
the facuUy 'of •medicine Vat M 
established ' a small clinic to serve 
the hospital patients and _ provide 
an outdoor! teaching division. ' 

Prior to that time, beginning in 
1802,' the Association of Dentists of 
the Province of Quebec, founded in 
Montreal In 1869^ began the opera- 
tion of the Dentkl . College of 
Quebec, a - bilingual .instruction 
centre at 2 Phillips square, corner 
of Cathcart street, • 

Graduated on Experience 
Before the establishment of such 
fiicilitics, a young man who wanted 
to be a dentist simply indenturedi 
himself to a recognized dentist and 
after à suitable time, took an ex- 
amination, set by the Association. 
If successful, he ,was granted a 
licence to practise dentistry. ' 

In 1023, the clinic was greatly 
enlarged by the building of a onc- 
storey. extension and this has since 
been used by some 70 students of 
the junior and senior years of the 
four-ycnr cour.ic, 
The dental faculty includes four 



full-time staff members, 67 leading 
dentists, 12 doctors, and a lawyer 
whç lectures in jurisprudence as 
affecting dentistry. '" 

Most Modern . Fsellltles , 
The _ facilities In the new , clinic 
will Include 40 dental' cubicles, 
modern surgery with space for 35 
student observers, five examining 
surgeries , andy â ■'. complete labora 
tory for 80 'students. 

The X-ray and pathological. ser- 
vices of the hpspital^ll be avail 
able on a co-opSSUv^basIs. Gen- 
eral^ anaesthetics will' be - demon- 
strated to students and adminis- 
tered by the hospital department 
of anaesthesia.
